EX  P  LAN  A  TOR  Y 

The  following  is  not  intended  as  a  history,  hut  merely  as 
a  hrief  chronological  outline  of  the  main  events  connected 
with  the  develoiniient  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  Indiana. 
Neither  is  infallii»ility  claimed  for  the  dates  themselves. 
W  hat  is  sought  here  is  to  get  the  best  record  possible  of  the 
main  events  so  that  they  can  either  he  verified  or  disi)roven. 
and  around  wdiich  some  historian  can  weave  a  fviUer  story. 

Much  that  is  found  in  the  biographical  sketches  and 
aulobiograiiliics  has  been  written  from  memory.  And  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  writers  were  contemporaneous, 
their  statements  do  not  always  agree  in  detail.  F)Ut  judging 
from  the  sources  which  the  writer  was  able  to  examine,  the 
following  seems  to  be  a  fairly  accurate  outline: 


1.  (Organization  of  t!ie  Blue  River  T'aptist  Church, 
Washington  County,  May  12,  i8oy,  by  John  and  Jacob 
Wright. 

2.  Reorganized  as  a  Church  of  Christ  by  the  same  men 
May  10,  hSifj.  These  men  afterward  became  pioneer 
l^reachers  for  the  Church  of  Christ, 
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3.  Adoption  of  a  resolution  whereby  3,000  members  of 
denominational  bodies,  including  "Dunkards,"  "Quakers," 
"Nevvlights,"  "Baptists,"  "Methodists"  and  "Presbyterians," 
passed  at  a  conference  held  at  the  Blue  River  Church,  May 
21,  1821. 

4.  Baptism  of  Beverly  Vawter  and  wife  at  the  hands 
of  the  Baptists  in  Kentucky  "for — because  of"  remission 
of  sins,  probably  about  1815  (indefinite). 

5.  Removal  of  Beverly  Vawter  and  wife  to  the  vicinity 
of  Liberty  Church,  Jefferson  County,  Indiana,  probably 
about  1816. 

6.  Rebaptism  of  Beverly  Vawter  and  wife  at  the  Lib- 
erty Church  "for — in  order  to"  remission  of  sins,  probably 
early  in  the  year  of  1817. 

7.  Preaching  of  Beverly  Vawter  in  southeastern  Indi- 
ana and  northern  Kentucky  for  many  years. 

8.  Meeting  held  by  Beverly  Vawter  in  September,  1827, 
wherein  he  ba[)tized  a  young  man  by  the  name  of  Jameson, 
merely  upon  his  confession  of  faith  in  Christ. 

9.  Conference  called  the  same  fall  and  Mr.  Vawter  de- 
fended his  action  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  members  of  the 
conference.  As  a  result  of  this  conference  the  church  took 
the  name  of  Church  of  Christ  and  its  individual  members 
the  name  of  Christians.  'J'hey  agreed  to  accept  anyone 
simply  upon  confession  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and  bap- 
tism in  his  name;  to  meet  around  the  Lord's  table  every 
Lord's  Day,  and  to  be  governed  by  the  New  Testament 
scriptures.  On  report  of  members  of  the  conference  to 
their  churches,  the  other  churches  did  the  same  thing. 
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10.  Organization  of  the  Little  Flat  Rock  Baptist 
Church,  Rush  County,  disputed,  but  probably  about   1817. 

11.  Reorganization  as  a  Church  of  Christ,  disputed,  but 
Prof.  Benton,  Prof.  Thrasher,  Henry  R.  Pritchard,  Joseph 
Franklin  and  my  father  placed  it  April,   1828. 

12.  Reorganization  of  the  church  at  Orange,  Fayette 
County,  about  the  same  time.  The  precedence  is  disputed 
and  in  doubt. 

13.  The  spread  of  the  movement  north  and  west  to  the 
Wabash  river.  People  moving  northward,  followed  by 
preachers,  who  in  sporadic  efforts  organized  many  congre- 
gations in  the  new  settlements. 

14.  Calling  of  the  first  slate  meeting  in  Jefferson 
County,  June,  1839.  This  was  not  really  a  state  meeting, 
but  the  first  co-operative  meeting  in  the  state  and  was  com- 
posed of  churclus  ill  Iho  southern  part  of  Indiana.  Joseph 
['"ranklin,  for  many  years  associate  editor  of  the  American 
Christian  Jveview,  held  that  the  missionary  society  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  was  organized  at  Liberty  and  Madison 
in  June,  1839.  Henry  R.  Pritchard  held  that  it  was  in  1837, 
but  Prof.  Hoshour  says  it  was  not  until  1843.  Mr.  Pritch- 
ard's  memory  supplemented  by  that  of  Joseph  Franklin 
that  (i)  the  meeting  was  held  in  1837,  and  (2)  that  it  was 
held  in  Madison  and  Liberty  is  easily  harmonized  when  we 
remember  that  the  people  had  to  reach  the  Liberty  Church 
mostly  via  the  Ohio  river  steamboats  to  Madison.  Also 
that  in  the  beginning  of  our  co-operative  effort  there  was  a 
dift'erence  between  "missionary"  and  "state"  meetings,  and 
that  the  early  "missionary"  meetings  finally  culminated  in 
tlic  "state"  meetings. 
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15.  Preliminary  meeting  for  incorporating  the  Mission- 
^  ary  Society  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  held  by  leading  breth- 

j  ren  in  Henry  County  in  June,  1849,  and  articles  of  associa- 

tion  drafted.  These  articles  of  association  were  ratihed  by 
i  the   state   meeting   held    in    Indianapolis    during    the   same 

month  and  articles  of  incorporation  were  filed  October  6, 
I  1849.     References:     Henry  R.  Pritchard,  Joseph  Franklin, 

i  W.  S.  Campbell,  Dr.  Boor,  and  the  records  in  the  office  of 

secretary  of  state.

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21.  Organization  of  Bethany  Assembly  at  Rome  City 
meeting,  1S82.  Incorporated  October  6,  1883.  At  that  time 
the  controlling  interest  of  stock  was  held  by  the  Indiana 
Christian  Sunday  School  Association.  Since  the  unification 
of  the  state  work  this  stock  is  heUl  by  the  Indiana  Christian 
Missionary  Association.  This  is  not  now  a  majority  of  the 
stock  of  Bethany  Assembly. 

22.  Organization  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief, 
1895.     Incorporated  1897. 

23.  E.  B.  Scofield  appointed  State  Missionary  Evangel- 
ist and  Corresponding  Secretary,  on  the  resignation  of  L.  L. 
Carpenter,  1895. 

24.  T.  J.  Legg  appointed  State  Missionary  Evangelist 
and  Corresponding  Secretary  in  joint  service  with  the 
State  Sunday  School  Board,  on  the  resignation  of  E.  B. 
Scohelil,  1899. 

25.  In  1900  the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary  was 
abolished  and  \V.  E.  M.  Hackleman  was  appointed  as  Sec- 
retary. T.  J.  Legg  was  appointed  as  Field  Secretary  and 
State  Evangelist  under  both  Boards. 

26.  In  1904  the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary  was 
restored  and  J,  O.  Rose  was  called  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 
His  period  of  service  terminated  in  1909. 

27.  Garry  L.  Cook  appointed  as  Superintendent  of 
Sunday  School  work,  1909.  Addition  of  Christian  En- 
deavor work  to  his  superintendency,  191 5. 

28.     Upon  the  resignation  of  J.  O.  Rose,  E.  M.  Barney 
was  appointed  as  (-orresponding  .Secretary  in  1910. 
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29.  Reorganization  and  unification  of  the  whole  state 
work  at  the  convention  at  Anderson,  1910. 

30.  Upon  the  resignation  of  E.  M.  Barney  in  1910,  L. 
E.  Murray  was  appointed  Corresponding  Secretary. 

31.  In  1913  M.  T.  Reeves  offered  to  give  dollar  for 
dollar  up  to  $5,000  raised  by  the  brotiierhood  in  the  state 
for  State  Missionary  work.  C.  W.  Cauble  was  called  as 
special  agent  to  raise  this  fund,  in  which  he  succeeded.  Of- 
fer repeated  and  accepted  in  19 14. 

32.  Upon  the  resignation  of  L.  E.  Murray  in  1913, 
C.  W.  Cauble  was  appointed  as  Corresponding  Secretary. 

33.  Division  of  the  state  into  five  districts.  T.  J.  Legg 
was  called  as  evangelist  for  the  Western,  A.  L.  Martin  for 
the  Northern,  G.  I.  Hoover  for  the  Eastern,  Fred  R.  Davies 
for  the  Southeastern  and  Melnotte  Miller  for  the  South- 
western. 

34.  The  adoption  of  the  county  as  a  unit  .of  co-opera- 
tion in  state  work  and  the  organization  of  the  counties  for 
co-operative  work  in   19 13. 

35.  The  al)Ove  is  intended  only  as  an  cj^tonie  of  main 
events  in  the  development  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Indi- 
ana. Much  is  omitted,  esi)ecially  of  the  educational  fea- 
tures of  our  work,  such  as  the  predecessor  of  Northwestern 
Christian  University  at  Hedford,  the  I"\'iirvievv  Academy, 
the  Tri-State  College  at  Anderson,  Valparaiso  University, 
Howard  College  at  Kokomo  and  the  Central  Indiana  Nor- 
mal Sch(;()l  at  Danville.  All  of  these  have  contributed 
largely,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  Church  of  Christ 
in  Indiana.  Al>o  the  division  of  the  state  into  fourteen  dis- 
tricts by  L.  L.  Carpenter,  T,  J.  Legg  and  Mrs.  Sallie  K. 
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Jones  in  1891-2,  in  which  were  held  district  conventions  in 
the  spring  and  fall  for  a  number  of  years.  These  conven- 
tions afforded  an  opportunity  for  the  people  to  hear  repre- 
sentatives of  all  of  the  co-operative  interests  of  the  church. 
These  gatherings  proved  to  be  highly  educational  and  a 
stimulus  to  greater  work. 

36.  The  establishment  of  the  Bloomington  Bible  Chair 
in  1912  with  Prof.  Jos.  C.  Todd  as  dean,  and  the  assurance 
of  a  splendid  building  and  equipment,  for  that  work  should 
not  be  omitted  from  the  list  of  important  matters  now  in 
hand. 

37.  Our  religious  work  under  the  direction  of  Prof. 
E.  H.  Clarke  at  Purdue  University,  dating  from  1914,  is  a 
work  recognized  by  all  as  of  great  value. 

38.  'i'he  calling  of  Prof.  Myron  C.  Settle  to  the  work 
of  religious  instructor  in  the  Gary  public  schools  in  1914  is 
an  important  move  forward. 

39.  The  establishment  of  head((uarters  of  the  American 
Temperance  Board  at  Indianapolis,  with  L.  K.  Sellers  in 
charge,  1916. 

40.  Never  to  be  forgotten  are  the  names  of  John  and 
Jacob  Wright,  Walter  Scott,  Barton  W.  Stone,  Elder  Mar- 
tin, John  O'Kane,  both  of  the  Mathis',  Racoon  John  Smith, 
the  Shivcleys,  the  Hartleys,  John  J^razelton,  John  T.  John- 
son, Jolm  P.  Thompson,  Roland  T.  I'rown,  Benjamin, 
Daniel  and  Jose])h  ['"ranklin.
